The British steamer Arno, bound from 
Shields to Portsmouth, England. foundered 
in the gale within hailing distance of Nob 
Lightship. After suffering terribly the cap- 
tain and three men reached South Sea 
and were with difficulty restored by artifi- 
cial respiration. Thirteen of the ship’s com- 
pany are missing.

Broadway Cable Line to Be 
Changed to Electric. 


POSITIVE ANNOUNCEMENT MADE 


MAY ADOPT THE CONDUIT IN- 
STEAD OF THE TROLLEY. 


North and South St. Louisans Will 
Soon Be Able to Ride ‘n the 
Finest’ Cars Running in 
the City. 


The longest straightaway street car line 
in the United States is to be converted into 
the first underground trolley road in the 
West, if plans now in contemplation are 
carried out. 

Capt. Robert McCulloch, manager of the 
Hamilton syndicate lines, recently pur- 
chased by St. Louisans, announced Mon- 
day that the Broadway cable line wouid 
soon be operated by electricity. 

The line is the oldest as well as the long- 
est in St. Louis. It has twenty miles of 
track, all within the city limits, and there 
is not a curve in its entire length. 

It was the last to discard horses and it 
now promises to lead the van in the adop- 
tion of the conduit electric system. 

Many of the passengers who ride on the 
line will welcome Capt. McCulloch's state- 
ment. They regard the road as a relic of 
barbarism, ss 

Its cars are old and rickety. Those In 
commission as trailers were used years ago 
in. the days when horses furnished the mo- 
tive power. The grip cars are uninhabit- 
able in winter, though the trailers are Kept 
fairly warm. 

The Kne carries more passengers than 
any two of the other cross-town 11nes. In 
the busy hours the personnel of the passen- 
gers is entirely changed four times in a 
trip. But for the rickety cars and the 
noise of the cable the s@rvice is good. Dur- 
ing dinner hour and on the morning and 
evening trips cars are run on one minute 
schedule. . ; : 

President Spencer of the Southern Elec- 
tric road, ‘who is also the owner of a large 
interest in the Hamilton syndicate lines, 
said Monday: m3 

“The Broadway cable will be operated by 
electricity. How soon the change will be 
made I cannot tell, but no time will be lost 
when we are ready to begin. The exact 
mode of applying power remains to be de- 
cided. Both systems have been talked of. 

Cupt.atcCuttach was seen-at his office. 
He said: 

“The new owners, who have just assumed 
control of the line, are very anxious to have 
the power changed to electricity. There 
are some who think a conduit line could be 
operated successfully. That system may be 
used. though no determination on that 
point has been reached. The Broadway 
line is away behind the times. It’s out of 
date. We know that as well as anybody, 
and we propose to give its patrons the best 
equipment and service in St. Louis. Per- 
sonally I have not been convinced of the 
practicab‘lity of the conduit system.” 


STOPS ALL RIFLE BULLETS 


Steel Cuirasse, the Invention of a 
Frenchman, Is Interesting 
Military Men.

PARIS, Feb. 13.—The military authorities 
here are much interested in M. Threaud’s 
bullet-proof cuirasse, which has been sub- 
jected to ‘severe tests and has withstood 
them all. 

The essential part of the cuirasse jis a 
sheet of metal composition, which is the 
secret of the inventor. The plate is fitted 
with an inner and outer lining, the nature 
of which is also a secret, while the man- 
ner in which the linings are fixed is said to 
add impenetrability. The weight of the 
cuirasse is about eight pounds. 

The authorities having declined to allow 
the inventor the use of the Libel rifle. with 
which the French are equipped, a Mauser 
of six millimetres caliber was emploved. 

A shot was fired from the distance of 
about 70 vards. It struck the cuirasse well 
in the center. On examination the front of 
the cuirasse Was found to be torn, but the 
indentation made on the metal plate was 
very slight, and the back of the lining was

The bullet, it was found, glanced off in 
an upward directioa, shattered.

FAILURE OF FRANCIS BERGIN. 


‘EXTENSIVE MANUFACTURER OF 
WIRE MATTRESSES. 


His Liabilities Aggregate $35,000, of 
Which $23,000 Are Secured— 
Many Workmen Out of 
Employment. 


Francis H. Bergin, one of the largest 
mattress manufacturers in the West, filed 
a bankruptcy petition in the United States 
District Court shortly after noon Monday. 

His liabilities aggregate a total of $34,- 
010.92. Of this amount $22,917.12 is secured 
by assets said to be valued at $30,100. The 
remaining $11,093.80. apportioned among 60 
creditors, is unsecured. Under the bank- 


ruptcy law they are not entitled to a dollar. 

Mr. Bergin was accompaniee to the Fed- 
eral building by his attorney, Charles J. 
Daly. The court approved the application 
without delay. 

The Bergin Mattress Factory is situated 
on Locust street, between Eighteenth and 
Nineteenth sts. and covers nearly half a 
block. It is about the oldest concern of the 
kind in this country and furnishes employ- 
ment to scores of men and women. Mr. 
Bergin’s action resulted in a complete sus- 
pension of work in all departments. 

The official in charge said: “We employ 
a great number of hands; just how many 
I cannot say. We are shut down good and 
tight for the present, and it is uncertain 
whether. we shall resume work.” 

Among Bergin’s chief creditors are the 
Lincoln Trust Company and the State Bank 
of St. Lou's. To the former he is indebted 
in the sum of $16,000, for which security 
was given by a deed of trust on the prop- 
erty at 1828 and 1830 Locust st. and a resi- 
dence at 2302 Eugenia st. He owes the 
State Bank $2500. 

The principal unprotected creditors are 
Hartricht Hessa, 1721 N. Eighth st., $2554.25; 
Mary Hoey, $1000, and Katie Bergin of 3900 
West Belle pl., $3324.23. It is a virtual as- 
signment, and dull business is alleged as

ARKANSAS RIVER IS FROZEN. 


Ne Such Weather as This Known in 


the State Since 1863. 

LITTLE ROCK, Ark., Feb. 13.—No such 
weather as that now prevailing has been 
known in Arkansas since 1863. According to 
the thermometer to-day is somewhat warm- 
er than yesterday, but the change is barely 
perceptible. 

The Arkansas River is frozen, and teams 
have been crossing all day hauling fuel 
to the poor of the city. Cattle are dying 
by the thousands in all sections of the 
State. In Eastern Arkansas the ground is 
covered with sleet. The coal famine at 
Pine Bluff was broken by the Cotton Belt 
road generously furnishing three cars of 
coal to citizens, It is feared the fruit trees 
throughout the State are killed and straw- 
berries. injured. Many cattle are reported 
frozen in the Boston Mountains. The 
Ouachita River is entirely frozen over and 
many persons spent the day skating, a rare 
sport in that section. 


MUCH SUFFERING IN TEXAS. 


Unprecedented Weather Throughout 
the Lone Star State. 
DALLAS, Tex., Feb. 13.—The cold wave 
has caused much suffering. At Den'‘son, in 
the north. it was 16 below, and winter 
wheat was fadlv damaged. Since more 
than a quarter of a century ago the lowest 
point reached was 6 degrees below zero. 
It is believed that stock unsheltered on 
the range and the large pastures have suf- 
fered death in many instances. At Mar- 
shall. near the Louisiana border, thermo- 
meters reg’stered from 6 to 10 below, 6 de- 
grees colder than ever known before. At 
Austin it was 3 degrees below zero, the 
coldest in that section of the State in the 
past 20 years. Owing to the inability of 
the dealers at the State capital to get coal 
shipped to them from the Indian Territory, 
the supply ‘s short, a very grave cond-tion 
of affairs was confronting the city In the 
way of a probable coal famine. At Hilis- 
boro it was 13 below zero, and the water 
plugs of the Fire Department and water- 
works were frozen and the large 100-acre 
laké of the Katy Railroad was also frozen 
over. The Colorado River at Smithville 
Was frozen over, an unparalleled occur- 
rence. At Temple it was 4 degrees below. 
At Memphis, Tex,, it was 26 below zero. At 
Pittsburg poultry and domestic animals 

were frozen to death. 

The Brazos River is frozen from shore to 
shore for hundreds of miles. Skating is 
good, and hundreds of men and boys were 
out all day enjoying the fun. Caitle 
crossed on the ice a few miles above Waco 
for the first t'me in 48 years. 

At San Antonio the river was frozen over. 
William Pieper a delivery wagon driver, 
was found frozen to death in the road. At 
Rockport the truck farmers will lose every- 
thing they have planted. The water in 
the bay wae frozen nearly out to the chan- 
hel. A great loss of fish is feared.

ORLEANS COVERED WITH SLEET. 


Rex Announces That He Will Not Pa- 
rade Until Tuesday. 

NEW ORLEANS, La., Feb. 13.—Four 
inches of sieet fell Sunday, and when dark- 
ness set In the coldest day in the history 
of the city had been recorded. At 7 o'clock 
the mercury registered 13 degrees. Early 
in the morning the thermometer registered 
16. The thousands of carnival guests are not 
only thoroughly uncomfortable, but con- 
eiderably put out, for carnival plans will 
be considerably interfered with. The streets 
are literally sheets of solid ice three’ inches 
thick, and eight horses could not handle 
the big floats. Rex and Comus announce 
that they will parade on Tuesday. The city 
is full of strangers, who are sleeping on 
cots in hotels and boarding house corri- 
dors, and it will be strange if the “polar 
eurge,’’ as the forecaster calls it. does not 
cause a great deal of serious jliness.

LICENSE COMMISSIONER NEVER 
QUESTIONED THEM. 


Union Depot and Syndicate Roads Pay 
on About One-Half Their Cars 
and Use No Tag 
Publicly. 


George W. Baumhoff, Superintendent and 
General Manager of the Lindell Railway 
System, and Capt. Robert McCulloch, Vice- 
President and General Manager of the St. 
Louis Railroad Co., which owns and oper- 
ates the Broadway cable, Baden electric 
and the Southwestern Railway, explained 
to the Major Committee Monday how they 
construed the street car license law to per- 
mit them to run etreet’ cars at various 


times Without leense tags on them. 

Capt. McCulloeh frankiy admitted that he 
operated. cars on his roads which had no 
license &s and for which he paid no li- 
cense; he explained this admission by say- 
ing that not a day passed over his head 
during which he was not guilty of some in- 
fraction of a city ordinance and that he 
Was a good citizen nevertheless. 

Each of them professed to have a clear 
consc.ence on the matter of licenses. Capt. 
McCulloch replied to Senator Walker's 
questions, touching his conseience, with as- 
perity.. The Senator wanted to know why 
the Street railway magnate did not attach 
license tags to his cars, as required by the 
ordinance. The magnate replied to the 
Senator that it was customary and con- 
venient not to doe so. 

James H. Roach, Secretary and Treasurer 
of the, Union Depot system, testified that 
his company owned cars on which ‘hey paid 
neither taxes ner Heense fees. He was 
asked concernin the recent sale of the 
road. He stated that the supposed pur- 
chasers were Brown Bros. of New Work. 
The road was capitalized at $3,000,000 and 
the authorized capital was $1,000,000 more 
than that. The fourth $1,000,000 had never 
been issued. He was asked whether $300,000 
of the fourth $1,000,000 had been issued. He 
said it had net. Queries along this line, 
including questions as to the value of the 
stocks were put with a view of securing in- 
formation to be used in the investigation of 
the Collector's office.

SENATE ORATION MUCH LIKE DR. 
VAN DYKE’S SERMON. 


The Story Is Now Told That He Was 
Threatened With Ridicule and 
at the Last Moment Cast His 
Vote for Imperialism. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 13.—Here in parallel 
columns, is shown how the fate of 75,000,000 
Americans, 2,000,000 Cubans and Porto 
Ricans and 8,000,000 Philippine savages hung 
on Senator McLaurin’s inability to with- 
stand the temptation to embellish his ora- 
tion by appropriating a minister’s written 
thoughts. The Rev. Henry Van Dyke of 
the Brick Church of New York is the min- 
ister. 

Behind the exposure of the Senator’s al- 
leged plasgarism is a story, which taken 
with other peculiar coincidences, has made 
the passage of the peace treaty a scandal 
of large proportions. 

The fact that the South Carolina Senator 
had “swiped” parts of the minister’s ser- 
mon became known to the Administration 
treaty leaders in the Senate just before the 
vote was taken. 

They threatened McLaurin with exposure, 
‘in parallel columns in every newspaper in 
the United States,’’ as one Senator, who 
overheard the phrase, repeated it to the 
Post-Dispatch. 

Up to that time McLaurin had remained 


firm against the treaty. The very speech 
he “‘assimilated’’ was a powerful and con- 
vincing argument against the imperialism 
he was forced to vote for. The anti-treaty 
Democrats, headed by the rugged, honest 
Caffery, tried to hold him to his promise, 
but the expansionists had a stronger argu- 
ment. 

If McLaurin had voted as he plederd his 
word, Jones would have fol’>'ved his lead 
and the treaty would have n defeated. 
The anti-expansion Democrats, headed by 
Money of Mississippi, who made an elab- 
orate investigation of. McLaurin’s speech 
and its source, are expected to make an 
open. denunciation of his conduct and its 
rezult in the Senate.

Several have been de- 
é6troyed because their houses harbored men 
frequently disguised in female attire who 
shot from windows and roofs at the Amer- 
icans. Many rifles and a ton of ammuni- 
tion have been seized. 
In Manila the inhabitants have generally 
recovered from the alarm occasioned by the 
fear of a native uprising and are resuming 
their ordinary business. The shipping in- 
terests are naturally suffering, since there 
have been no clearances for Philippine 
ports for a week, but on the other hand 
foreign shipping has increased, especially 
for Hong Kong, every steamer bound 
thither being crowded with timid refugees. 
lhe Filipinos are now scattered throughout 
the country bushwhacking, except at Mala- 
bon, where they are gathering in force. 
Even there their methods savor more of 
gueriila fighting than of civilized warfare, 
every bush, clump of trees and tree fur- 
nishing a cover for sharpshooters. 
Unfortunately, for miles around:the land 
is studded with bamboo jungles, and open 
Spaces are few and far betweéh. This af- 
fords the natives, who fight better under 
cover, a distinct advantage. Under such 
conditions it is remarkable that the Ameri- 
can casualties should be so few. while the 
number of dead natives found in the brush 
after every skirmish testifies to the pre- 
cision of our fire. Last week there was 
not a single day without fighting, but the 
Americans steadijadvanced, carrying ev- 
erything before tnhém. 
Crowds have visited the scenes of last 
week’s fighting. All the roads from the 
city thronged with vehicles. But bevond 
burned villages and new mounds in the 
flelds, there was little to be seen. 
Among the distinguished prisoners cap- 
tured in Manila since the outbreak of hos- 
tilities are Capt. A. G..Escamillo, Aguinal- 
do’s private secretary; Capt. E. P. Vera- 
guez, Col. Martin de los Reyes and Senor 
Tomas del Rosario, a member of the so- 
called Filipino Congress, in session at 
Malaios.

PHILIPPINE DEVELOPMENT. 


Consul Andre Organizing a Gigantic 
Corporation. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NPW YORK, Feb. 13.—Edwerd C. An- 
dre, Belgian Consul at Manila, is at the 
Astor House. He will be here fora month 
in the interest of a gigantic corporation he 
is organizing for the development of the 
Philippines under American control. Mr. 
Andre is very much of an American sympa- 
thizer as his mother is a New York woman, 

“The representative Filipinos are pleased 
with the thought of American rule.’’ says 
he. ‘The insurgents, led by Aguinaldo, do 
not represent the true sentiment of the best 
people of the islands, and the revolution 
will be short-lived—I will say three months 
at the longest. 

‘*Aguinaldo is not the true leader. There 
are four or five others who are equally 
powerful and influential. The ineurgents 
are a restless, useless class who have been 
led to believe that bullets will not harm 
them and that great personal gain is in 
store for them. They are ignorant as a 
rule. and when the leaders are captured the 
revolution will end at once and for all time. 

“The Philippines are comparatively unde- 
veloped, and with American capital I be- 
lieve we can make it the greatest produc- 
tive country on earth.’’ 


DOG TRAINS OUT OF DAWSON. 


Tram Road to Eldorado Creek and Bo- 


nanza in Operation. 

TACOMA, Wash., Feb. 13.—Advices from 
the Klondike region state that Dawson's 
first dog tram road is in successful opera- 
tion. It runs from Dawson to the forks 
of Eldorado and Bonanza and _ thence 
up Bonanza, a total distance of near- 
ly ewenty miles. Thirty thousand dol- 
lars were expended in building the road and 
placing bridges over Bonanza Creek. The 
tram company charges one cent a pound 
for all freight passing over the road, Ten 
dogs pull a sled load of 2000 pounds.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 13.—The report of 
the War Investigation Board has been 
made public by the President. Every es- 
sential feature of it has already been pub- 
lished in the forecasts made by corre- 
spondents of newspapers, whose state-| 
ments, it is now seen, accurately set out 
the conclusions of the investigators. 

The report finds that Gen. Miles’ charges 
that army beef was embalmed are notgwel]l 
founded, and while the investigators do not 
severely criticise Gen. Miles they do cen- 
sure Surgeon Daly, upon whose reports 
Miles’ first charges were largely based. 

The Secretary of War is not wholly 


ared from criticism. Upon Secretary 
ae the commission bestows this atten- 
tion: 

“The records of the War Department, 
which have been laid before us, show that 
the Secretary of War extended to all chiefs 
of bureaus cordial and full support and 
promptly responded to every proper de- 
mand made upon him by commanding offi- 
cers. 

‘“‘No testimony has been presented show- 
ing intentional neglect of duty nor any at- 
tempt to serve personal interests. The 
charges that the cretary of War was pe- 
cuniarily interested in contracts, purchases 
and other transactions of the War Depart- 
ment have been thoroughly examined and 
found baseless. 

‘In the judgment of the commission there 
was lacking in the general administration 
of the War Department during the continu- 
ance of the war with Spain that complete 
grasp of the situation which was essential 
to the highest efficiency and discipline of 
the army.’ 

The report criticising Gen. Breckenridge 
is as follows: 

‘The Commission find that the Inspector 
General’sS’ department was not as efficient 
as it ought to have been. There seems to 
have been question as to authority by 
which inspections were to be ordered. On 
at least one occasion, May 17, the Secretary 
of War instructed the Major General com- 
manding the army to inspect certain camps, 
viz.: Those at Chickamauga, Atlanta, New 
Orleans, Mobile, Tampa, Miami and Key 
West. The Major General did not act upon 
such instructions, stating it to be his place 
to order inspection. 

“Further, the Commission find that, al- 
though several of the officers of this de- 
partment were assigned to duty in com- 
mand of troops in the fleld, still competent 
officers were left in charge of the depart- 
ment in Washington to perform such du- 
ties as were assign to them. The or- 
ganization in the field was ample, and the 
inspectors made reports to the commanding 
officers to whom they had been assigned. 
Those reports were often not acted on, and 
were not forwarded to the War Depart- 
ment.”’ 

A recommendation looking to the future 
then follows: 

“One of the lessons taught by the war is 
that the country should hereafter be in a 
better state of preparation for war. Sug- 
gestions have been made that large supplies 
of all the material not liable to deteriora- 
ation should be kept on hand, to be con- 
tinuously issued and renewed, so that in 
any emergency they might be available. 
Especially should this be the case with such 
supplies as cannot be rapidly obtained -in 
open market.”’ 

Perhaps the most significant utterance in 
the whole document, so far as concerns the 
discipline and efficiency of the army, comes 
next. 

“For many years the divided authority 
and responsibility in the War Department 
has produced friction, for which, in the in- 
terest of the service, a remedy, if possible, 
should be applied.” 

The report then quotes Gen. Schofield’s 
testimony in support of its suggestion that 
the “Commanding General’ of the army 
should be regarded as ‘‘General-in-Chief”’ 
or Chief of Staff to the President and 
Secretary of War. 

On the “‘embalmed beef’’ question the re- 
port says: 

“Of the witnesses examined by this Com- 
mission, Gen, Miles and Dr. Daly are the 
only ones who make this charge, Gen. Miles 
did not state that he personally inspected 
any refrigerated meat. He did not refer us 
to any witnesses who would testify that the 
beef issued to the troops was embalmed 
beef, unless his reading of the report made 
by Dr. Daly to him, the true date of which 
Dr. Daly stated should have been October 
21, 1898, may be considered such a refer- 
ence. 

“Although Dr. Daly swears that he in- 
formed Gen. Miles about the lst of August, 
1898. that he suspected that the refrigerated 
beef was chemically treated, it does not ap- 
ear that the General informed you or the 
Var Department that an officer of his etaff 
had made this discovery, nor does it ap- 
pear that he at the time ordered any of the 
officers under his command to probe to the 
bottom an allegation, which, if true, con- 
cerned the health of 275,000 soldiers of the 
United States. 

“It appears from the report of Dr. Daly, 
which he handed to Gen. Miles Oct. ; 
last, that he then specifically stated that 
the refrigerated beef furnished to the 
troops was ‘apparently’ chemically treated. 
It does not appear that when this charge 
was made, Oct. 21, it having been already 
made to him in Aug. 1898, that Gen. Miles 
communicated to you or the Secretary of 
War, or to the Commissary General, the be- 
lief or suspicion entertained by him that re- 
frigerated meat, dangerous to health, was 
issued every day to the troops, in failure to 
do which there was-dereliction of duty. It 
is true that on Sept. 2, he had directed that 
an order should be issued asking for re- 
ports relative to meats issued, but the order 
specifically mentions ‘canned fresh roast 
beef’ and nothing else, and it was the re- 
sults received in answer to this that were 
presented in abstract by the General ‘at 
the time of his appearance before the com- 
mission and since. 

‘In ‘his report Dr. Daly does not make 
the all-important statement that he had 
already chemically analyzed any meat, al- 
though he suggests that such analysis 
should be made. He does state that in the 
several inspections made by him at Tampa, 
Jacksonville, Chickamauga and Porto Rico 
he ‘found the fresh beef to be apparently 
preserved with secret chemicals.” He says 
that at Ponce the beef he examined ‘was 
also of the same character, being appar- 
ently preserved by injected chemicals. 

‘For months, as it appears, Dr. Daly con- 
cealed the knowledge of the commission of 
a crime affecting men under his charge, 
whom, as an officer and a physician, he 
was bound to protect.”

But, then, the League might make good its 
bluff and then where would we be. No, sir; 
it is all eut and dried, Robison, Becker 
and Brush are in complete control of the 
St. Louis situation. 


Robison and his family have moved to 
St. Louis, the Cleveland players understand 
that they are to play here. Becker is saw- 
ing wood and saying nothing.
